the well. 
When surro undings arc cleanly, 
these wells usually co ntain pun* water; o ther­ 
wise they beco me filthy and dangero us. 
In 
i seaso ns o f dro ught all such wells beco me lo w, 
' and the danger o f impurity U ineren>» *d many 
I fo ld. 
The result is to o o ften seen in the gr 
i number o f zymo tic diseases in the co untry 
(jH‘rha!>s 1 tetter calk'd filth diseases) in every 
i,erio d* o f dro ught. 
The danger canno t bo 
exaggerated. 
The writer o nce examined the 
water fro m a well and fo und seventh n grains 
» if o rganic matter to a gall» >n, when the limit 
o f safety is two ! Typho id fever is emphatic­ 
ally a disease o f the co untry in the fall, and 
it co mes becaus» ? o f danger in the well. There 
is no reaso n w h y , with the pro per care, the 
co untry sho uld no t Ik* free fro m all these dis­ 
eases. Far t<K> o ften the weary man o f affairs 
leaves the city fo r a few days, o nly to go to 
so me co untry reso rt where then* is no cure to 
secure pure water, there to suffer fro m so me 
o f these filth diseases. 
Then, again, care must be taken to remo ve 
all masses o f deco mpo sing matter. Waste 
material always accumulates aro und dwell­ 
ings. These refuse heai>s fester in the sun.

go ne. Dry earth is the pro per disinfectant 
fo r co untry use, and it is always at hand 
when mo st needed—in seaso ns o f dro ught. 
Then there is o ne mo re cautio n which ap­ 
plies to citv an» l co untry alike. It is to avo id 
all unhealthy fo o d. There is much fruit in 
the market which was g oo d fo o d o nce, but is 
always o n the po int o f deco mpo sitio n. Fre­ 
quently dangero us substances are pro duced 
b y such changes, and danger lurks in all de­ 
co mpo sing fo o d.—L F. Griffin in The Cui- 
rent.

Stephan ie, an d brother of the Prin cess 
of Baden , who afterward married the 
Duke of Hamilton . 
Ihis history accoun ts for the sin g ular 
fact that his body lies in the ducal 
bury in g g roun d at Baden -Baden . 
But to thin k that the robe I held in 
my han ds was on ce the christen in g robe 
of poor Kaspar H auser! 
This un fortun ate boy , whose pitiful 
story as Kasper Hauser has in terested 
so man y , in school books an d in other 
books, was born in 1812 apparen tly . 
He w’as kept in a dark un derg roun d 
room, from the ag e of (probably ) 3 
y ears till he was about 10, an d fed on 
dry bread an d water ex clusively , when 
| he was foun d in the streets of Nurem­ 
berg , sudden ly an d without ex plan a­ 
tion . 
He could speak a very few 
words, an d could write 
the n ame, 
Kaspar Hauser, but could g ive n o other 
in formation , un til later, when ho had 
been somewhat educated, he made it 
kn own that he had lived in a dark cell, 
where lie had two liobby -horses to play 
with, an d had n ever been permitted to 
see the man who fed him, but w ho be- 
fore his release, used to g uide his han d 
an d teach him to write “Kaspar Hauser.” 
He w as kin dly cared for—but, as his 
childhood memories came back, various 
my sterious attempts were made to as­ 
sassin ate him, an d lie was kept un der 
g uard. 
Fin ally Prof. Daumer, who 


j had kin dly kept him an d in vestig ated 
1 the stran g e case as far as q uestion s 
could be an sw’ered, g ave him up to 
Lord Stan hope, of En g lan d, who had 
become in terested in the boy an d his 
my sterious history . Lord S. sen t him to 
An spach to be educated. 
There, after 
some mon ths, a stran g er called on him 
December H, 1833, with, he said, a 
messag e from Lord Stan hope, which lie 
would deliver to him at 3 
p. m. in the 
palace, g arden . 
Kaspar wen t there, an d 
was fatally stabbed n ear the heart, 
He man ag ed to crawl to where lie could 
tell what had happen ed, but he died 
died 
December 
17 , 
1833.

thin kin g about the “Rig hts of Man ,” 
ultimately leadin g him up to w’ritin g 
the Declaration of In depen den ce. 
In 
the older day s still the tithes to the 
colon ial parson s were paid in tobacco, 
Sheriffs’ fees were charg ed in tobacco, 
g oods were en g ag ed in differen tly “in 
cash or tobacco,” wives freshly im­ 
ported from old En g lan d were pur­ 
chased, n ot on the auction block, how­ 
ever, as stated by some writers, in to­ 
bacco—that is, tho ex pen se of their 
voy ag e was defray ed by the y ieldin g up 
of a certain amoun t of the weed. 
The 
marriag e portion of a y oun g lady of 
fortun e was con sidered to be about 50,- 
000 poun ds of tobacco, at from 7 to 8 
cen ts per poun d. 
There—that is n ot a 
matter of dollars, to be sure.

a hog shead of prime tobacco fetched in 
Richmon d £ 7 5; low q uality , £ 30. 
In

fic in the article y ielded $20,000,000— 
con sidered a han dsome reven ue. 
The 
State pay s $0,000,000 in tobacco tax es 
to the Federal Treasury . 
The prin ci­ 
pal tobacco market cen ters of the State 
are Richmon d, Petersburg , Dan ville, 
an d Ly n chburg , each puttin g up the 
weed in its various forms in larg e fac­ 
tories worked by n eg roes. 
The cake 
or plug tobacco is the chief man ufacture 
the stan dby of tho trade—an d is in ­ 
closed in box es of button wood from 
Main e, that tree bein g preferred from 
the fact that its timber is free from 
taste an d odor, so that it can n ot effect 
tin e con ten ts. 
The sweeten ed stems, 
removed from the leaf tobacco before it 
is made in to cakes, are shipped to 
German y , where they are used in the 
man ufacture of sn uff for elderly peo­ 
ple in Fran ce, Spain , an d Italy , where 
alon e it is n ow fashion able for such 
elderly folks “to sn uff,” the people of 
all other coun tries chiefly usin g the 
weed for chewin g or smokin g . 
The 
Italian 
priests 
in variably 
“sn uff.” 
Fran ce an d Italy are larg e purchasers 
of tobacco in the Richmon d market—- 
that is to say the Govern men ts of those 
coun tries, 
which hold tobocco 
mon opoly . —Ba ltimo re S u n .

The breeds representing the carbohy ­ 
drates contain about 33 or 35 per cent, 
of water, flour from 0 to 13 per cent., 
corn and maize meal still more water. 
They have less protein and more fat; 
oatmeal has, on the contrary , more pro­ 
tein and less fat. 
In general, this class 
contains most all nutritive material ar . 
but little water. 
A pound of potato, however, contains 
a large amount of water and but little 
protein. 
The figures on which the 
statements are based are not so satis­ 
factory as could be desired, as most of 
the ex periments have been carried on 
in Europe, especially those of the ani­ 
mal foods. 
The vegetable foods have 
been more investigated in this country 
than the animal.

Georg e Alfred Townsend writes as 
follows, of h recent v isit to Clara Mor­ 
ris: “Persons not acquainted with Miss 
Morris mig ht sup p ose, from her hig hly 
emotional acting , that she was hardly 
of a domestic turn, but she lov es her 
horn« ' and stay s in it more than almost 
any woman of tho drama. 
I likened 
her mode of life somewhat to P atti’s, 
who has a castle in Wales, and comes 
down to London to sing , often by the 
ex p ress train, and g oes back between 
her nig hts. 
Mr. Harriot, her husband, 
boug ht a p lace of about three acres and 
a half, in the midst of fine country 
estates, and only a few rods back of the 
Hudson liiv er. 
He rents besides about 
eig hteen acres of g round for £ 50 a y ear, 
where he makes crop s, and has hay 
and p asture. 
They keep fiv e serv ants 
on tin* g rounds, raise fruit, berries, and 
fancy thing s; hav e fiv e or six v ehicles 
in the stables and keep both saddle ami 
carriag e horses. 
She is a fine rider, 
and often g oes ov er that hig h, infatu­ 
ating country . 
The house is embow­ 
ered in hedg e, stone wall, and shrub­ 
bery , and is a frame house lined with 
brick, quite comp act and rest-g iv ing . 
In front is a narrow, hig h p orch, with 
easy seats for loung ing ; on the side 
toward the city is a p a rte ro e h ere, 
and 
on the northern side is a g lass v eranda. 
Entering Clara Morris’ house, y ou 
notice that there are fine dog s around, 
both for watching and for p ets. 
IIv the 
w*av , on« * of the men had been bitten by 
a dog a day or two before. 
In that 
p art of the country they seem to keep 
so many dog s that they are entering the 
demesnes of the neig hbors, and soine- 
times come in to bit» *. 
There is a broad 
hall in the house, and on the rig ht is a 
conv ersation room filled with souv enirs 
of the stag e, sketch books, 
albums, 
p resents from contemp oraries, and I 
observ ed a p air y f v ases about as hig h 
as a g rown man. 
In the rear of this 
room is the dining -room, retired from 
access and v ery cosy and ag reeable. 
Across the hall in the 
front is Mr. 
H arriot’s literary and corresp ondence 
room. 
The cellar 
contains a 
wine 
closet and a fin« * larder. 
Mr. Harriot 
is a g ood business man 
and house­ 
keep er; lie manag es the infinite amount 
of corresp ondence requir« *d to make 
the eng ag ements of his wife, and g oes 
along to sup erintend both her health 
and p lay ing . 
She trav els with a com­ 
p any , and the p rocuring of this and 
keep ing thing s in order occup ies a 
man’s whole time from Sep tem ber un­ 
til Ap ril. 
Mr. Harriot say s that there 
are more theaters being erected in 
America now' than at any time in his ex ­ 
p erience, and that nearly ev ery theater 
wants some p rominent star to come and 
op en it, so that he is beset. 
There is hardly any actress of our 
day with the literary qualification of 
Clara Morris. 
This is the more re­ 
markable* because lier health is v ery 
p recarious. 
Nev ertheless 
she looks 
better now than for the p ast ten y ears; 
her flesh seems harder, the lines of her 
interesting face more ex p ressiv e, and 
she has remarkably seeing ey es, which 
not only carry mental force, but a cer­ 
tain kind of insp iration. 
In her con­ 
v ersation she is v ery orig inal, is an <*x- 
cell<*nt critic, and is quit,» * cap able of 
taking a p lay to p ieces and transp osing 
it so as to mend the defect of the au­ 
thor who may hav e made an anti­ 
climax . 
Sh** desires to p lav soin« * new 
* 
^ 
p arts, but the demand is g reater for her 
to continue in tin* roles she lias b»*<*n 
g iv ing for almost twenty 
y ears. 
I 
think she is about 36 y ears old, but at 
home sh« * looks to be a y oung g irl who 
had hardly y et entered up on married 
lib*. 
H « r mother, Mrs. Morris, is a 
quiet, hap p y -natum l woman g reatly 
absorbed in h« *r daug hter.”

In such p orts as Coriolanus, John 
Kemble ex celled him ; but in Shv lock, 
in Richard, in lag « » , and abov e all, 
Othello, it mig ht be doubted w hether 
Edm und Kean ev er had an equal. 
As 
far as one could judg e from the many 
criticisms ex tant, written by the most 
intellectual men, and from the accounts 
of those who saw him in his p rime, he 


was the g reatest g enius that our stag e 
ha<l ev er seen. 
Unequal he mig ht hav e 
been, p erhap s often so; but there were 
moments in his acting which were, 
without ex ag g eration, moments of in­ 
sp iration. 
Coleridg e was rep orte<1 to 
hav e said that to s« ‘e Kean act was “like 
reading Shakesp eare by flashes of lig ht­ 
ning .” 
That often quoted sentence 
embodied, p erhap s, the main feature of 
Edm und Kean's g reatness as an actor; 
for when he was imp ersonating the 
heroes of our p oet lie rev ealed their 
natures by an instant flash of lig ht so 
searching that ev ery minute feature, 
which by the ordinary lig ht of day was 
hardly v isible, stoo« l brig ht and clear 
before y ou. 
The eflect of such acting 
was indeed that of lig htning ; it ap ­ 
p alled; tlie timid hid their ey es, and 
fashionable society shrank from such 
heart-p iercing rev elations of 
human 
p assiftn. 
It mig ht be doubted whether 
there ev er was an actor who so thoug ht 
out his p art, who so closely stnili« *d 
with the inward ey e of the artist the 
wav e of emotion 
that 
mig ht 
hav e 
ag itated tfh* minds of the being s whom 
ho rep resented. 
It ha<l been said that 
Kean swep t away the Kembles and 
th« ‘ir classical school of acting . 
It was 
idh* to say that because John Kemble's 
sty le was solemn and slow he was not 
one of the g reatest actors that our stag e 
had p roduced. 
The world of art was 
w ide enoug h for both, and the hearts of 
tins« 1 who truly lov ed art were larg e 
enoug h to cherish the memory of both 
as of men who « li« l noble work in their 
p rofession. 
Kean blended the realistic 
with the ideal in acting , and founded a 
school of which William Charles Ma- 
eready was the foremost discip le. 


Minstrelsy’ » Ih' cliiic. 


A writer in one o f the daily p ap ers, 
himself a v eteran minstrel, traces the 
orig in and g rowth of that p eculiarly in- 
dig cnous form of entertainment, neg ro 
minstrelsy , in a recent number. 
The 
article shows how the humor and the 
p athos of slav ery life first made its ap ­ 
p earance in a sp oradic fashion among 
p erformers 
whose business it was to 
amuse theatrical g athering s with song s 
between the numerous p lay s and farces 
that used to comp rise an ev ening 's 
amusement in the early day s of the 
American stag e. He indicated the fav or 
with which th** new id« *a m et and how 
it g rew into tang ible shap e an« l resulted 
in th<* org anization of troup es with a 
distinct and ex cellent sty le of p erform- 
aiice. 
But the writer neg lects to ac­ 
count for the decline of old-fashioned 
minstrelsy and its comp lete loss of p op ­ 
ularity . 
Sp eaking on this subject not 
long ag o, and old-time minstrel man­ 
ag er ami p erformer struck tl^c key note 
when h«* "aid: 
“Neg ro minstrelsy , p ure 
and simp le, receiv e« ! its death-blow* 
when Lincfdn sig ned tin* act of emanci­ 
p ation.” 
It is true that just after the 
war its p rosp erity beg an to wane and die, 
ami the sig nifican« *e of this fa« *t, when 
coup led with the words we hav e quoted, 
must 
forcibly 
strik» * 
tie* 
observ er. 
W hen th** neg ro emerg ed from slav ery 
h** lost the surrounding s and many of 
the p eculiarities that made him a tit 
subject for stag e treatm ent. 
W ith free­ 
dom dep arted the sad interest of bond­ 
ag e. 
His song s lost their sentiment, 
his hum or its childlike innocence, and 
his white brother finding it incumbent 
to take the dusky freeman to his breast 
as a man and a brother, lost the p ower 
of v iewing him in a semi-p oetic, semi- 
quizzical lig ht. 
Nev er ag ain in this 
day or g eneration will there be a re­ 
turn to old-fashioned minstrelsy . 
Bur- 
lesquers, 
v ocalists, 
elog -dancers and 
other v ariety p erform ers in lmrnt-cork 
may , op erating under that title, flourish 
lik« * the g reen bay tree, but the g enuine 
essem*« * of p lantation life is as im p ortant 
so far as the stag e is concerned as it is 
in reality . — M irro r.

A S tic k o f C a m f y . 


Thor« * are some y oung p eop le who do 
not care about Indians, or g y p sies, or 
Robinson Crusoes, p articularly g irls. 
There are some who are not interested 
about horses, or p irates, or p icnics, and 
who do not care about riddles, 
But is 
there one who is indifferent to confec­ 
tionery ? 
If there are any such, there 
are enoug h elders with a “sweet tooth” 
to make th« > count g ood. 
And y et it is 


sa fe to sav that not one of all can tell 
who first made or at« 1 confectionery , or 
when or where it 
was first made, or 
where the most is made now, or how it 
is made. 
In fact, the Frenchm en, 
Grinod <le la Rey niere and Coete, told 
th*» truth in 16 05, when they said. “The 
inv entor of sug ar-camly is not known.” 
Candy g ot its name from the Vene­ 
tians. 
They learned how to refine the 
sug ar by boiling and otherwise treating 
tla* molasses, ami called the sug ar they 
made candidus, because it was white. 
And now let us see how candy is 
mad« *. 
First, the conf« *etioner buy s 
hog sheads of refined sug ar. 
W hen this 
is in the factory , he first dissolv es the 
sug ar in water. 
Then 
he boils the 
sug ar-water 
to 
what 
is calle<l the 
standard consistency —that is, the water 
is just so sweet, and the sug ar has just 
so much water. 
This is cooled, and 
then it is boiled 
ag ain, ami cream of 
tartar is p ut in to p rev ent it from cry s­ 
tal izing . 
Rock-candv , the p urest of all, is made 
directly from this, by p ouring the 
m elted mass into cans which hav e string s 
run throug h them. 
The sug ar collects 
on the string s, and when the cans hav e 
been p lace« ! in a cool room, the cry stals 
form in forty -eig ht hours, and the liquid 
is strained away . 
If cream candy is 
wanted, nothing is needed but to use 
sug ar that has been slig htly boiled, and 
add a little coloring and nut flav or. 
The ordinary “stick” candy is p ro- 
dueed bv cooking to a crisp , and p our­ 
ing the p roduct up on a m arble slab to 
cool. 
It is then warmed slig htly and 
“p ulled.” 
G reat establishments “p ull” 
by m achinery ; but smaller ones take 
the candy in such amounts as one p er­ 
son can handle, and each p uller throws 
the middle of what lie holds ov er a big 
iron book in the side of the room, and 
p ulls th<; ends toward him.
